Dr. Kissinger, the polncal ana- 
lysts anticipated, would cite Bgypt's 
rejection of the Soviet demands as 
itself ἃ pressing and cogent reason 
that ought to prompt Israel toward 
greater concessions. 

Israel so far has offered a sub- 
stantial pullback — but one that 
would not include either the Mitla 
pass or the Abu Rodeis oilfields.

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Girl’s murder may be 
linked to political cell 
and drowned soldier

TEL AVIV, — A possible link he- 
tween the murder of soldier Rachel 
Heller, 19, and a soldier whose hody 
was found floating in the Nahal 
Alexander in September, is being 
investigated by police trying to 
solve the two-month-old slaying of 
the girl, it was learned yesterday. 

Police reported at the time that 
David Levister, of Te] Aviv, had 
drowned, and there wags no mention 
of any signs of violence on his 
body. 

It has been reported that Heller, 
whose body was found on the Cae- 
sarea sand dunes on October 24, 
and ‘Levister were both members of 
a breakaway group of the ultra- 
leftist Matzpen Maoists. This group 
is reportedly aligned with the 
rench-based Avant-Garde Trotz- 
kyist movement. However, a high- 
ranking police officer declined to 
comment on Levister’s membership. 


Two girl soldiers, friends of Hel- 
ler,and her boy friend, an invalid 
soldier, were detained last week 
for questioning by the police. All 
were reported to be members of 
Avant-Guard. One of the girl sol- 
diers has been released. 


Itim reported yesterday that in- 
vestigations were being conducted 
into the existence of an underground 
cell of the Trotskyist group in the 
Israel Defence Forces, It sald meet- 
ings were held in which Heller, 
the other two girlsand an officer 
participated. 

Among the theories being investi- 
gated, it was learned, are that the 
murdered girl had affairs with other 
members of the cell, creating severe 
jealousy among members. It was 
said that she wanted to leave the 
splinter group after a violent quar- 
rel with her latest boy friend, who 
is now being questioned by police. 


It was learned that one theory 
for the murder 15 that because she 
wanted to leave the group she 
was killed to prevent her from dis- 
closing its secrets. Because her 
naked body was left in a way to 
indicate a sex slaying — a post- 
mortem indicated that she had not 
been sexually molested — there ts 
8 suspicion that @ clever individual 
may have plotted the murder. 


Itim also reported yesterday that 


bloodstains have been found in the 
boy friend's car, discovered by the 
mobile laboratory of the National 
Police Heaquarters Criminal Inves- 
tigation Department. The car is 


‘being checked by the Haifa police. | 


Heller's boy friend’ had part of 
his leg amputated after being in- 
ured seriously in the Yom Kippur 
War. It wes reliably learned that 
he agreed to undergo hypnosis and 
take a He detector test. It was also 
learned that these examinations τας 
vealed that he knew something 
about the crime. He was questioned 
for several days, released and kept 
under surveillance and then arrested 
against last week. 

The nameg of the detained boy 
friend and girl soldier have not been 
made ppublic by court order. The 
news blackout may be lifted tomor- 
rew when they appear before the 
Haifa Magistrate's Court. The Haifa 
police reportedly do not oppose this 
information from becoming known. 

The father of the boy friend, 
meanwhile, has protested to the 
press about his son’s arrest. The 
father said that he is not Jewish, 
but he is married to a Jewish wo- 
man and they came to Israel from 
Poland some years ago. 

The father is also reported to have 
said he let his son bekeve what he 
liked “especially since those Trots- 
kyists talk a lot but are not 
serious.” According to im, “the 
police base their entire case on the 
fact that my son: did not cry after 
her death.” He explained that his 
son ig not emotional, that “he is not 
the type to break down and cry." 

The father sald his son received 
his early at the French 
Catholic school in Jaffa—EHcole des 
Freres—but after. the 1967 cooling 
in Franco-Israel relations, the school 
standards dropped and he transfer- 
red to the Shalav School sin 
Tel Aviv. “That's where he got his 
weird ideas," the father said, noting 
how his son gave Heller French les- 
sons and introduced her to the 
world of ideas. ν 

Army sources said last night that 
they knew of no _ underground 
political cell in the IDF, including 
Avant-Grade.

EEC leader tells MKs:

Jerusalem Poet Knesset Reporter 
The President of the European 
Parliament, Cornelius Berkhouwer, 
said in Jerusalem yesterday that- 


‘the ESC countries would not ‘act; 


individually in case of another oil 
boycott, but “I'm not sure they 
would ‘act the way Holland did ‘a 
the last boycott.” 

“The world is thirsty,” he com- 
mented, with an obvious reference 
to the Arab oil blackmail He spoke 
at a Knesset luncheon given in his 
honour by Knesset Speaker Yisrael 
Yeshayahu. 

Berkhouwer, who is chairman of 
the Dutch Liberal Party and deputy 
speaker in The Netherlands Parlia- 
ment, urged Israelis to waste less 
of their time arguing with those 
who questioned their state's right 
to exist, After the UN voted state- 
hood for Israel 26 years ago, and 
after 26 years of existence, Berk- 
houwer said, it was pointless to 
pay attention to countries which 
won independence much later, and 
now challenged the rights of the 
UNs’ 59th member state — Israel 

The Parliament of Europe had 
always upheld the principle of seek- 
ing equilibrium in the Mediter- 
ranean area, Berkhouwer said. It 
opposed all economic discrimination, 
between one Mediterranean land and 
its neighbour. He said that in an 
era of declining parliamentarism in 
the West, closer ties between par- 
liamentarians in Europe and in Israel 
were desirable. 

Mr. Berkhouwer said he regretted 
that his Parliament so far did not 
speak with a unanimous volte on 
a Mideast settlement. “For me, the 
talk about safe borders for Israel 
is something that goes without 
saying.” 

He said: "I am convinced the 
Arab Jeaders will realize their com- 
mon interest with the European 
Community — the Shah of tran 
holds this view, more or less.” 

Greeting his guest, Speaker Yes- 
hayahu said the great political and 
moral welght still carried by West- 
ern Europe could either be employed 
to bring peace in the Middle East 
closer, or — God forbid — to widen 
the gulf stil! further. 

Yeshayahu said talks would be 
held during the President's visit,

" First families move into 1,000 unit project 
Roomy new housing 
' for Gaza refugees 


By HERBERT BEN-ADI 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
GAZA. — After living for the last 
10 years in a “20 square metre 
hole,” the family of Mahmud Abu 


Rabes yesterday was the first to. 


move into a 1,000 umit housing pro- 
ject being built by the Miltary 
Government next to the Shati re- 
fugee camp in the Gaza strip. Three 
other families moved in yesterday. 

Abu Rabes, a 34-year-old Shekem 
employee with nine children, said 
moving into the project at Sheikh 
Raduan does not make him fear 
reprisals from ex-Palestinian terror 
groups. “They jet me and my family 
rot for years,” he commented. 

His 10-year-old daughter burst in, 
shouting out that water actually ran 
from the tap in the kitchen. Pre- 
viously the family shared one tap 
with 50 other families. 

One thousand families, all refugees 
from the Shati camp, have registered 
for the 1,000 three-room flats being 
puilt In the project, some 324 of 
which are being built by the Public 
Works Department, 357 by ‘private 
Israel contractors, 156 by local con- 
tractors and the remaining 163 by 
the refugees themselves, who will 
receive a 1110,000 loan from the 
military government. 

The price of each 90-square 


metre unit plus 160-square metre 
courtyard ig 127,000. The buyers 
put down 111,000 when they 
registered for the programme and 
get a 15-year mortgage for τε 15,000, 
of which IL8,000 becomes a grant 
if payments are made correctly. 
The buyers must pay 113,000 when 
they move in. The Military Govern- 
ment is paying IL800 to 114,000 in 
compensation for the refugees’ 
former housing on the condition it 
be turned over to the Military 
Government to be destroyed to 
make more room in the Shati camp. 

Another 89 units in the Sheikh 
Raduan project are nearly ready for 
occupancy, only needing the com- 
pletion of a fence being built around 
each unit. The Military Government 
expects all 1,000 units to be com- 
pleted by next August. 

The date, seme 1,700 of the 30,000 
refugee families in the Gaza Strip 
have been resettled. 

The next-door neighbour of Abu 
Rabes in the new project yesterday 
proudly patted the swollén belly of 
his pregnant wife and said, ‘“Hleven 
of my children were born in a black 
hole. With God's help the next one 
will be born in a big room with 
the sun shining.” 

In one yard the settlers were 
already planting shrubs.

The Court stressed that the Com- 
mission had formed its findings on 
Gonen on the basis of his own tes- 
timony and there was no point in 
allowing him to study the 900 pages 
of his own evidence. The Court 
pointed out that of the 154 sessions 
of the Commission so far, 16 were 
taken up by Gonen’s testimony and 
therefore its efforts to save time 
had not been at his expense: 

It said that Gonen and 411 others 
concerned were duty bound not to 
drag out the duration of ‘the inquiry 
unnecessarily. 

The Judges did not express an 
opinion on the interpretation of sec- 
tion 15 as “the applicant did not 
prove that this was necessary for 


justice to be done to him.” They

IRA convicts

DUBLIN (AP). — A major riot 
by convicted terrorists left Ireland 
running short of prison cells yester- 
day, informed sources reported. More 
than 100 men of the outlawed 
Trish Republican Army grabbed 27 
as hostages Sunday and 
systematically wrecked their cells 
in the Republic’s top-security Port- 
laocise jail 

The riot caved in after police 
stormed the block followed by sol- 
diers firing rubber bullets, security 
sources said. The hostages were 
freed, and no one was reported 
seriously injured. 


The ground floor of the four- 
storey block was flooded by water 
from broken mains. Prisoners spent 
the night after the riot two and 
three to a cell, sleeping on makeshift 
beds or on the floor, authoritles

British F.M.’s tour may

Rome judge to handle 
probe of rightist plots 


ROME (UPI). — A higher court 
directed a Rome magistrate yester- 
day to take command of separate 
investigations in Rome, Padua and 
Turin into alleged rightwing plots 
by military and industrial leaders 
to overthrow the Italian state. 

The controversial ruling . ordered 
the investigating magistrates in the 
two northern cities to immediately 
turn over all files to the Rome 
magistrate for a single wnified 
probe. 

Politicians and political commen- 
tators had warned that giving over- 
all authority to Rome could slow 
the invesiigation significantly be- 
cause of increased political pres- 
sures and red tape in the capital. 

In the 19 months since the mys- 
terious Rosa Dei Venti (compass 
poimt) organization came to light 
in Padua, authorities there have 
issued 31 arrest warrants. Five 
more were issued in Turin. 

Their targets included Gen. Vito 
Miceli, former chief of military 
intelligence, Brig. Gen. Ugo Ricci, 


a senior member of the general 
staff, and Andrea Maria Plaggio, 
one of Italy's wealthiest industrial- 
ists. 

Padua magistrate Giovanni Tam- 
burino said in his warrant against 
Miceli on October 31 that Rosa Dei 
Venti was “a secret association of 
military men and civilians with the 
aim of provoking an armed in- 
surrection and, by means of this, an 
illegal change in the constitution 
of the state and in the form of 
government.” 

The plotters allegedly were in- 
volved in an abortive coup led by 
Prince Junio Valerio Borghese, a 
one-time aide to fascist dictator 
Benito Mussolini, set for the night 
of December 7, 1970. 

Hundreds of armed men, includ- 
ing a unit of paramilitary forest 
rangers, stood poised to take over 
television studios and public build- 
ings, but they were called off at 
the last minute, apparently because 
of heavy rain, investigators said. 
Borghese died last August in exile

Hood was identitied by several 
sources as head of the agency's 
operations in New York City dur- 
ing the early 1970s. The “New York 
Times" reported in its Sunday edi- 
tion that as many as 25 CTA agents 
spied on anti-war activists and other 
militants in New York during the 
fate 19603 and early 1970s. Hood 
called the report “absolute ποῦς 
sense.” 

On Sunday, Sen. William Proxmire, 
Democrat-Wisconsin, sald on the 
television show “Issues and Ans- 
wers" that he had learned from 
what he called very reliable sources 
of his own that the CIA did con- 
duct surveillance, break-ins and 
wiretaps while spying on American 
citizens in this country. 

Proxmire called for establishment 
of “an independent special prosecu~ 
tor with subpoena powers who will 
prosecute every Hllegal action by 
CLA agents, past or present.” He 
also said Congress should amend 
the act creating the CIA to clear 
up any ambiguity over the prohibi- 
tion against domestic operations.

THE JERUSALEM HILTON, latest 
link in the world-wide chain of 
plush hotels, can probably lay 
claim to being Israel's most mo- 
dern hostelry in architectural con- 
‘ception and equipment. But the new- 
est Hilton is not just a palace of 
polished steel and polychrome pilas- 
Uc. A respectable alice of the 
$24m. investment went to assure 
that the decor blend with the en- 
vironment, and top Israeli talent 
was commissioned to work in asso- 
ciation with the design department 
of Hilton International. 

The 21-storey structure (two below 
ground level) is the work of the 
architectural-engineering firm of 
ὦ Rechter, Zarchy and Peri, also res-

ground pedestrian passage between 
the adjoining Binyanei Ha'coma and 
the Central Bus Station. The Je- 
rusalem Hilton’s triple towers, each 
rising to a different height above 
a sprawling service floor, provide a 
staggered contour which does not 
detract from the impression of 
height and offers a contrast to 
the low mass of Binyanel Ha’'ooma. 
The design also gives each of the 
420 rooms a panoramic view of Je- 
rusalem and, depending on floor 
level, eonsiderably beyond The 
crowning view was reserved for 
the three “royal apartments” on the 
top 19th floor — the highest resi- 
dential quarters in the capital. 

Overall interior decoration was en- 
trusted to Dora Gad and Arye Noy, 
the former a winner of an Israel 
Prize for building and design of 
the Israel Museum. She had also 
been responsible for laying out two 
major folklore exhibitions at the 
Museum on the art of Bukharan 
and Moroccan Jews, and this is re- 
flected in some of the themes of 
the Hilton's decor, interlaced with 
Arab and Armenian folklore. 

Considerable space is devoted to 
the Jerusalem Hilton's public areas. 
| Largest of these is the 620-sq.m. 
wood-panelled ballroom, with ban- 
quet facilities for 500 guests. The 
ballroom, which can be used as a 
convention hall seating 700, may be 
partitioned off into three separate 
rooms, the largest of these taking 
up half of its entire floorspace. 

Convention facilities include au- 
dio-visual equipment and services, 
movie and slide projectors, and si- 
multaneous translation. 

Four restaurants provide a broad 
gastronomical gamut prepared by a 
battery of Fremch chefs. One of the 
most elegant of them Is the Ham- 
sah Grill, its ceiling of inverted cop- 
per domes the rose-tint- 
ed clouds that at times hover over 
Jerusalem at sunset — a theme re- 
peated by the design and colours 
of the carpet.

ns) and three luxury apart- 
ments each with its own sauna (200 
dollars per suite daily for bed and 
breakfast). 

Saunas for the general use of 
hotel guests are located in the 
sports area that contains a heated 
swimming 1 and a tennis club 
with two courts set in the middle 
of a large garden. Here also is 
the medical department, with 8 
house doctor on call round the 
clock. 

Tf the art work was entrusted to 
Israelis, almost all the hotel equip- 
ment and fittings were purchased 
abroad.

Handel’s ‘Messiah’ a new 
triumph for Mehta _ 


WHEN THE HISTORY of the IPO 
is written, the performance of 
Handel's Messiah," under Zubin 
Mehta, will be one of its most me- 
morable chapters (Tel Aviv, Mann 
Auditorium, Dec. 27). The deep 
spiritual meaning of great music 
was laid bare and the listener 
carried to wundreamed-of heights 
of beauty.

STOCKHOLM. — 
ICELAND'S BEST-KNOWN natural 
resource is surely its fish, for which 
it has fought hard and successfully 
im recent years. But the remote 
North Atlantic island is also sitting 
on yast untapped wealth in the 
form of hot water and unharnessed 
rivers. For the energy-hupgry ‘in- 
dustries prepared to ‘travel there, 
cheap energy is available in Ice- 
land. 


This is not to say that the Ice- 
landers are riding an energy boom 
like ‘the “oil sheikhs of nearby 
Norway. On the contrary, Iceland, 
Hke many other Western nations, 
is im serious economic difficulties 
at the moment over oil prices. Mean- 
while the price of f#h, far and 
away the main source of Iceland's 
foreign earnings, kas only risen 
slightly m comparison and certainly 
‘nas not kept pace with rocketing 
«prices for oil’ and other raw ma- 
‘terials. 

One-third of Iceland's trade de- 
‘ficit for the first three quarters of 
this year comes from its trade 
with the Soviet Union, its leading 
supplier of oil. Trade Minister Ola~- 
fur Johannesson made a recent trip 
Ὁ Moscow to improve the imba- 
zance in Icelandic-Soviet trade, but, 
with only fizh and fish products to 
sell, he was not able to make much 
progress. 

The Icelandic fishing fleet and 
the country’s busy international 
airlines are the main consumers of 
ou. What the Icelanders are con- 
sidering. now that Norway has en- 
tered the oil-producing ieague, 18 
buying oll directly from the WNor- 
wegians, with whom they have the 
elosest, and most azcient, ties. Nor- 
‘wegian ol} is unlikely to beswitched 
off in a crisis and is easily the 
nearest and most convenient source 
of fuel. Furthermore, such a move 
wouki reduce Icelandic deperdence 
on Soviet fuel which might be used 
for political leverage as it baa been 
with Finland. Discussions on oil 
suppHes have already been held 
with Oslo, though nothing concrete 
pas yet been decided. 

To pay for the oll Iceland will 
clearly have to develop some other 
resource ami the answer also ap- 

to He in the energy field. 

Teeland is sittmg on top of a vol- 
eano and you only have to make 
4 hole in the ground to get at 
this gigantic reserve of geo-thermal 
energy. Experts estimate thet only 
a tmy fraction of the country’s 
potential in this rather exotic ener- 
zy sector has been developed. Ex-

Vast amounts of energy are also 
waiting to be tapped in the country’s 
Tiver system. Here the estimated 
figure of power resources developed 
So far is only in the region of 8 
per cent. But Icelanders are not in 
a very good position to develop this 
enormous capacity alone They would 
have difficulty in meeting the ex- 
Pense, and the smal! population 
{210.000} and critical shortage of 
labour would make new industry 
aiffiewt to staff. 

What the Icelanders can try to 
develop, and beginnings have already 
been made, is energy-intensive, or 
even high-pollution industries. These 
two qualities almost sound porno- 
graphic in these environmentalist, 
energy-conscious times, but for 
Iceland there might be a golden 
future in them. Industry of this type 
would have a minimal effect on 
population centres. The island is re- 
mote, its soils are in many places 
Sterile, lt lies in the course cf the 
cleansing westerly winds and Is 
surrounded by thousands of miles of 
deepest Atlantic. 

There is a great disadvantage in 
the distance between Iceland and 
potential markets. Any producer 
locating his plant in Iceland must 
lave a product that can stand the 
shipping costs to the major con- 
sumer areas and raw materials will 
have to be imported too. 

But foreign industry has already 
started to arrive to gorge the cheap 
energy. A Swiss aluminium plant has 
Started near Reykjavik, the capital, 
and the company has made a long- 
term deel with the Government for 
Cheap power. 

The idea of turning Iceland into 
an industriel estate for “dirty 
power-gluttons” appalls a great 
number of Teelanders. Many fear 
that foreign industry would be out 
of their control, something that 
mationalistic Icelanders are particu- 
larly concerned about, having only 
geined independence from Denmark 
during World War I. 

For centuries (mostly centuries 
of abject poverty) the Icelanders 
have worked an economy centred 
on fish in the sea and sheep on 
the land. As an alternative to 
acting host to the U.S. air base at 
Keflavik (2 very touchy but pro- 
fitable deal for the Icelanders), 
industry and energy development 
can hardly be so wnattractive. But 
the environmentalists warn that in 
such a unique and untouched re- 
gion, the sudden establishment of 
large industrial plants would ine 
vitably wreak drastic ecological da- 
mage.

in 1975—Gatt expert

LONDON (Ofns). — 
AFTER A STRING of dismal eco- 
nomic projections for the indus- 
triallzed world, ἃ. contrasting ray 
of optimism has come from a se- 
nior economist in the secretariat of 
the General Agreement on Tariffs 
anc Trade. 

Jan Tumlir, who handles economic 
research and forecasting for GATT, 
believes 1975 will not be as bad as 
many people fear and says: "T re- 
ject the parallels with 1929 and am 
prepared to write a more optimis- 


3 tic scenario.” 


The key to his optimism is his 
argument that world trade wilt ex- 
pand next year at a faster rate 
than industrial output. “All in all 
the volume of trade will expand 
less than this year, but certainly 
more than the expansion in indust- 
vial activity in the industrialized 
world.” he told the annual gather- 
ing of the Society of Business Eco- 
nomists in London 

The main growth in trade, says 
Tumiir, will come from the Third 
‘World — and he produced figures 
to show that a popular myth, that 
the poor countries have been bank- 
rupted by the fourfold increase 
in oil prices, is false, 

GATT estimates that the terms 
of trade of the non-oil-producing 
countries in the Third World have 
deteriorated by between $12,000 
million and $14.000 million as a 
result of the rising price of oi] and 
industrial goods. 

But, offsetting this, those coun- 
tries have received direct aassist- 
ance of $8,600 million from the oil 
states, plus a further $4,000 million 
through the International Monetary 
Fund facility and the World Bank 

This, added to ald worth $9,400 
million from the industrial nations, 
suggests “a picture that is far from 
stagnation.” says Tumlir. It is pos- 
sible that total aid in 1974 may 
reach, or even exceed, $20,000 mil- 
lion which would offyst tbe terms 
of trade loss and even leave some 
over for expansion.” 

Ya the industrialized world Tum- 
lir believes the better prospects for 
trade will mean an upturn in the 
economies of the major nations 
“around the middle of next year,” 
with growth in the OECD group 
zero to 1 per cent in the first 
half and 2 to 3 per cent thereafter. 
“For the United States that would 
mean the recession has lasted 
seven quarters." 

Tumlir ts also less pessimistic 
than some about prospects for in- 
ternational ccoperation. “'Govern- 
ments know they are facing a 
problem in common; there is not in 
my view any ‘beggar my neighbour’ 
spirit abroad, The danger of a bank- 
ing collapse has receded and the 
prospects of a trade war are cut."

The U.S. government, long at- 
tached to an Official price of around 
$40 an ounce, hopes the umprece- 
dented auction will drive the price 
down somewhat from its current 
market value of around $180 an 
ounce. 

Jean-Claude Martinf, general ma- 
pager of the Compagnie Parisienne 
de Re'escompte, an influential fi- 
nancial firm, echoed the bank deal- 
er’s sentiments. 

“When Washington first announc- 
ed the auction, gold on the Bourse 
declined six per cent the same day. 
Tt came back up afterward but 
now I think the auction is making 
People hesitate. People are per- 
plexed.” 

Asked if he thought Arab coun- 
tries will try. as rumoured, to buy 
most of the gold at the U.S. auc- 
tion, Martini replied: “I don’t think 
so. If they wanted to buy gold, 
they would have done it before, 
when the price was lower.” 

France is the first country to 
announce it will peg the price of 
its official gold reserves at around 
the free market price instead of 
the old, and much lower, official 
price of 5356 an ounce. The float- 
ing was agreed upon at the Franco- 
American summit at Martinique. 

France, however, has not said yet 
it will sell any of these gold re- 
serves or buy more, so it is doubt- 
ful if this decision will affect ope- 
rations on the open market.

THE TREASURY IS TURNING a 
blind eye to the nation’s tax ma- 
lalse, and the Revenue Commis- 
sioner is talking about Israel's high 
tax morale while everybody knows 
that the contrary is the case:

A case in point is the 
literature allowance, originally 
granted solely to employees of aca- 
demic standing and teachers, but 
subsequently extended also to other 
government employees not entitled 
to it. Similarly, the travel allow- 
ance is sometimes also given to 
government employees who do not 
have cars.

In theory, 
this means that the United States, 
which has been pied for 
too long by Vietmam and the Nixon 
scandals, can get back to business. 
But it remains to be seen whether 
Gerald Ford, nice man that he is, 
can direct the economic, social 
and political reconstruction. His 
problems at home are greater than 
those of any other post-war Pre- 
sident: wneniployment is approach- 
ing 7 per cent nationally; inflation

Newly prosperous 

In Canada, Pierre Elliott Tru- 
deau's Liberal Government won an 
election with a majority of Parlia- 
mentary seats, and separatism in 
French-speaking Quebec simmered 
down a bit. Canadians, because (like 
the newly-prosperous Norwegians) 
they are self-sufficient in oil, are 
enjoying relatively good times, de-

The most unlikely convert to the 
fashionable philosophy of detente 
was John Vorster, the South Afri- 
can Prime Minister, whose name is 
synonymous with apartheid. With 
South Africa unable to speak at 
the United Nationa, and with Mo- 
zambique and Angola set for inde- 
pendence under men he had hither- 
to called “terrorists,” Vorster in- 
dulged in secret diplomacy with 
black Africa. This forced Ian Smith, 
his Rhodesian client, to agree to 
negotiate with the African indepen-

The outcome of this 
endeavour to find a non-violent al- 
ternative to racial warfare in Rho- 
desia will not be known for several 
months. And Vorster, whose Govern- 
ment has formidable military 
strength, still will not offer detente 
to the black majority within his 
own borders as he seeks it with 
the black States to the north.
